Kormos 
calls it 
quits

WELLAND — Peter Kormos 
is packing it in after serving 
Welland residents and the New 
Democratic Party for 23 years. 

"I’m looking for a Job,” 
he said in an interview from 
Queen's Park last Friday. 

"I'll wait for the dust to settle 
before I decide what to do. 
I’m sure I have some market¬ 
able skills,” said the outspoken 
politician and former criminal 

"I never intended to be a 
lifelong member of the legis¬ 
lature,” he said. “I don’t drink 
it is in the best interest of the 
province for people to do it”

Kbrmos, 58, said he decided 
he will step down at the end of 
this electoral term because he 
believes the NDP is in good 
shape both provincially and in 
the Welland riding 

Ontario party Leader Andrea

byelection. 

“For over two decades, Peter 
Kormos has been a defining 
characteristic of this legislature:

ick's maverick, a friend and an 
ally — he will be missed by all 

"In my short time as leader 
I've relied on his advice, his 
insights, and his understanding 
and advocacy for the everyday 
people we so often forget about 
in this legislature, lb say 'it won’t 
be the same without him’ is too 
big of an understatement” 

The NDP’s Welland riding 
association will arrange a nomi¬ 
nation meeting to pick a candi¬ 
date for the Oct 6 election. 

Kormos said he is not sup¬ 
porting anyone but sees a strong 
selection of possible candidates. 

He said he will help with 
both local and provincial NDP 
campaigns. 

Kormos was known for his 
aggressive no tie, shirtsleeve, 
speaking style in the Ontario 
legislature. 

“People regarded me as an 
advocate for them. That’s why 
they elected me and identified 
me with it It was a style I devel¬ 


oped as a criminal lawyer? 

Looking back on his career, 
he said he is proud of the role 
he played in the expansion of 
Niagara College and the exten¬ 
sion of Hwy. 406 into southern 
Niagara. However he called it “a 
mug’s game” when politicians 
take credit for bringing projects to 
a riding The decisions are actually 
made by public servants based 
on the needs of the province and 
local communities, he said. 

An MPP’s influence comes 
from his ability to work with 
public servants. He said he 
developed that over the years he 
spent at Queen's Park. 

Kormos said there is still a lot 
to be done. 

“The province needs a job 
creation policy. It needs a energy 
policy to ensure affordability for 
those who pay the bills and it 
has to ensure the affordable col¬ 
leges and universities.” 

Kormos said he has no regrets 
over anything he has done as an 
MPP, which included his stormy 
relationship with his own NDP 
government of Bob Rae in the 
early 1990s, when Rae reneged 
on a plan to bring in government 
auto insurance. 

In 1993 Rae dropped Kormos 
as minister of consumer and 
commercial relations for his 
appearance as a SUNshineBoy. 

Kormos remains particu¬ 
larly proud of the work he did 
with NDP Labour Minister 
Bob Mackenzie’s Bill 40. It cre¬ 
ated anti-scab legislation to ban 
replacement workers during 

“Unfortunately it was gutted 
by the Mike Harris government 
when it came to poweif he said. 

Over his 23 years, Kormos 
was both in government and 


opposition. 

In 1996 he ran for party lead¬ 
ership, but finished third to 
Howard Hampton, whom he 
supported after losing at the 
NDP convention. 

“The voters decide what par¬ 
liament will look like, an MPP’s 
job is to tackle the issues as 
they come along." 


The MPP thanked his 
Queen's Park and local staff, 
thanked current NDP leader 
Andrea Horwath and former 
leader Howard Hampton, 
praised his fellow MPPs of all 
parties and saluted his mentor 
Mel Swart, Welland NDP MPP 
from 1975 to 1988. “He set an 
extremely high standard,”

About 2,000 students put 
their books aside to enjoy the 
sunshine and prematurely 
celebrate their upcoming 
summer holidays. 

Niagara Regional Police 
patrolled the beach last 
Thursday night and were 
back on scene early Friday 
morning to ensure no alcohol 
reached the sand, said Staff 
Sgt. Murray Haday. 

RIDE checkpoints were 
set up at roadways leading 
toward the beach and while 
four roadside breath tests 
were performed, all drivers 

There were 40 officers — 
both uniformed and plain- 
clothed — monitoring the 
beach and surrounding area, 
and bag searches were orga¬ 
nized at the beach entrance. 

By early afternoon, police 
had already confiscated 
dozens of water bottles filled 
with liquor, as well as cans 

The confiscated items were 
kept out by the checkpoint as 
a reminder to beachgoers that 
a zero-tolerance approach to 
infractions was in place. 

One group tried conceal¬ 
ing vodka-filled water bottles 
among actual water bottles 
in a case, while others tried 
sneaking in empty sunscreen 
and perfume bottles that were 
instead filled with liquor. 

But all were caught, tick¬ 
eted and turned away from 
the beach party, Haday said. 

Two arrests were made for 
public intoxication and 45 
tickets were issues for liquor- 
related offences. 

“We can never eliminate it, 
but we can certainly reduce 
it,” he said of the alcohol- 
related incidences, adding 
police received “100% com¬ 
pliance” throughout the day. 

Officers were on scene to 
ensure no students, mem¬ 


bers of the public or of the 
police force were injured, 
and also that no property was 
damaged, Haday said. That 
seemed to be accomplished 
by day’s end, he added. 

Police were pleased with 
the lack of “major incidents," 
said Const. Nilan Dave, but 
still have concerns about 
the potential dangers that 
exist with that many people 
attending an unsanctioned 
beach event. 

“Ninety-eight per cent of 
these are good people who've 
come to have fun,” Haday 
said, adding it’s the remain¬ 
ing 2% that cause issues for 
the rest. 

“It’s a tradition,” Victoria 
McArthur said of the event, 
which she attended with 
fellow classmates from Jean 
Vanier secondary school. 

“Beach Day is good, not 
bad,” she said, citing the 
notable police presence. 

“It’s part of our senior 
rights,” chimed in friend 
Emily Trudeau, who took 
issue with the large number 
of officers on scene. 

Tonawanda residents 
Elaine and Victor Parker 
were pleased to see so many 
men and women in blue 
as they visited their Long 
Beach cottage. 

While she said the event 
has gotten tamer over the 
years, Elaine Parker still 
raised concerns over what 
the beach would look like 
after the day came to an 

“When they leave, there 
will be junk all over the 
place,” she said. 

“We have no control over 
it,” she said of the event and 
its aftermath, adding she was 
pleased police were at least in 
place to ensure order.

Good location 

P ort Colbome is considering building a skateboarding/ 
BMX park on the city’s island at Lock 8 Park. 

The mayor’s youth advisory council and recently formed 
skate park subcommittee have been working hard to see the 
long-awaited project move forward. 

Progress on the project was shared with council last week. 
Six different parks — three on the west side and three on the 
east side of the city — were looked at as potential sites for the 
outdoor skateboarding/BMX facility. 

Council approved selection of the park as the preferred 
location and authorized city staff to contact St Lawrence Seaway 
Management Corp. to investigate the possibility of constructing 
the skatepark at Lock 8. 

The site does make a lot of sense as it sits in the middle of the 
city and is easy accessible from both sides of the canal. It also 
has available green space, visibility and proximity to emergency 

We’re hoping the Seaway will approve the request and maybe 
work with the city to help incorporate a design that will fit well 
with the park and the canal itself. 

It could be an added attraction during Canal Days, with the 
possibility of holding skateboard/BMX competitions being held. 

While there are no funds in the city’s budget for the park the 
youth advisory council and skate park subcommittee plan to 
raise funds for the project, which is estimated to cost $750,000. 
We’re sure the two groups will be able to raise some of the funds 
and we're sure community partners will come on board for the 
city’s youth. 


Camping in city parks 

Port Colbome is permitting camping in four of its public 
parks — Centennial, H.H. Knoll Lakeview, Lions Field or 
Nickel Beach 

While we understand the reasoning behind the idea, we’re 
not sure it is best for the city. 

The camping concept was first brought forward to council 
in February as a request from organizers of the 20th annual 
444 International Walleye Tournament, who hoped to offer 
anglers camping accommodations close to their watercraft. 
We know anglers can’t always afford hotel rooms in addition 
to paying tournament fees, gas and assorted angling related 
goods. We also know that some people out there might try and 
steal from the anglers — fishing rods, GPS units and tackle are 
expensive items. 

In the case of the 444, we think allowing the camping is a 
good idea. But we think it should only be a one-time thing 
for that event. Though the rules seem good and $500 as a 
security deposit does seem steep, are they enough to ease any 
concerns of residents who live near the parks? Will the city 
allow people to build campfires and allow alcohol?

■ BYLAW: Approval needed for use of parks 


Camping permits to be available 
for Port Colborne’s city parks

PORT COLBORNE — Port 
Colborne is permitting camping 
in four of its public parks. 

But not just anyone can stroll 
over to Centennial, H.H. Knoll 
Lakeview, Lions Field or Nickel 
Beach and pitch a tent. Groups 
looking to host events that 
include camping will have to 
apply for a $75 permit through 
a process that was approved at 
last week’s council meeting. That 
permit application will then go 
before councillors who will grant 
or deny permission on a case- 
by-case basis. 

Final passage of a bylaw 
to permit the camping comes 
before councillors June 13. 


The camping concept was 
first brought forward to council 
in February as a request from 
organizers of the 20th annual 
444 International Walleye 
Tournament, who hoped to offer 
anglers camping accommoda¬ 
tions close to their watercraft. 

After a review of city parks, 
the four approved were the only 
ones deemed suitable for poten¬ 
tial campers. 

Putting the permit system in 
place offers a mechanism for 
council to address any requests 
for camping that may come for¬ 
ward in the future, said Mayor 
Vance Badawey. 

Just because the system 
is in place, however, does not 
mean everyone who applies for 


a permit will be approved, he 

For any group that does gain 
approval, strict guidelines will 
be in place and a $500 security 
deposit will be required. Council 
also may limit the type of camp¬ 
ing units, such as trailers, RVs or 
tents, that can be used during 
each approved event. 

Photos of the property will 
be taken before campers “set 
up shop” to ensure the park is 
left as it was found, said Dan 
Aquilina, director of planning 
and development. 

If at any point the city deter¬ 
mines a camping group is stray¬ 
ing from the rules, they will be 
shut down and told to vacate the 
premises, he added.
